Aftw being in financial “intensive care" for the past 
few years, tiie Sierra Madre City Council said that they 
are out of that crisis, but at the same tinte have to regu¬ 
larly check-up on their budget to make sure that the city 
remains financially stable. 

Much of the reason that the Sierra Madre economy 
has stabilized is because, in 1995, the city used a con¬ 
servative fiscal policy, active oversights by the City 
Council, as well as the strong man^ement of the day- 
to-day operations. 

Another reason that the Sierra Madre economy sta¬ 
bilized, according to David Cain, assistant city admin¬ 
istrator tmd director of rmancial services, was because 
thecidzens supported the utility tax, which helped meet 
the demands for cash. 

The challenge that faces the council now, Cain said, 
is to develop a comprehensive capital maintenance and 
improvement program that will run three to five years. 

Cain said a capital maintenance program would in¬ 
clude a continued commitment by the city to build fund 
reserves and designating them to be such. 

The council also appropriated $2,000 to restore the 
former Gloria Dei Lutheran Church, located on 186 W; 
Highland, into low, moderate-cost housing. 

Sierra Madre Mayor George Maurer said that the 
former church could be a useful venue to the commu¬ 
nity. 

“Wouldn’t (the building) be suitable for a neighbor¬ 
hood meeting?’ Maurer asked. “I’d just hate to see that 
building sit idle." 

The council is expected to look into community in¬ 
put and make a final decision on what to do with the 
property in June. 

The meeting also saw the council receive a greater 
number of funds than expected for Proposition C, which 
is being used to renovate Orange Grove Blvd. 

Sean Joyce, city manager, said that the city had con¬ 
sidered using gas tax fun^ towards the Orange Grove 
project.

Cohen set up a protein 
foundation at Harvard Medi¬ 
cal School in 1938, just when 
the United States was ready 
to enter World War II.

Bethel said 
that Cohen was put in charge 
of finding a way to transport 
blood to those serving in the 
war. 

“(Cohen) took blood 
components and dried them 
out.

In response to the January 
6 letter to the editor by Rob¬ 
ert C. Proctor, the new ap¬ 
pointee to the Sierra Madre 
Cultural Heritage Commis¬ 
sion. I can only conclude that 
several of his comments are 
typical of the delusive dia¬ 
tribe that is being used to 
make residents believe that 
the new proposed Cultural 
Heritage Ordinance is a 
harmless ordinance neces¬ 
sary to ensure the preserva¬ 
tion of their “unique quality 
of life.”

far from accurate. The ordi¬ 
nance mentions nothing 
about a “significant exterior” 
alteration but rather states, 

.. ANY change or modifica¬ 
tion . . .” (page 3, 5A of the 
ordinance). Additionally, 
ANY proposed alteration 
would require approval by 
the commission (page 3-4, 
5B of the ordinance). The or¬ 
dinance also defines what is 
affected by an alteration and 
goes as far as to include items 
as minimal as plantings. I 
would like to encourage 
Commissioner Proctor that.

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as an “expert,” he needs to 
grasp the difference between 
a “significant change” and 
“ANY change.” 

Commissioner Proctor 
also states the owners of his¬ 
torical resources will receive 
“expert help” from the His¬ 
torical Cultural Commission. 
However, under the new pro¬ 
posed ordinance, the ability 
of the commission goes far 
beyond that of helping and 
advising. Chapter 7H allows 
the commission to place con¬ 
ditions upon an applicant that 
demand and dictate what they 
can or cannot do to their own 
home. Perhaps “expert help” 
really means “Do it our way 
or don’t do it at all!” 

While Commissioner 
Proctor dties state that the or¬ 
dinance does not prohibit the 
subdivision of property, he 
fails to mention that if the 
property is in what the com¬ 
mission has designated as an 
“Historic Preservation Over¬ 
lay Zone,” then the property 
would be subject a Certificate 
of Appropriateness by the 
Historical Cultural Commis¬ 
sion and again subject to their 
demands. Again, the com¬ 
mission could in effect say. 


“Do it our way or don’t do it 
at all!” (See page 35B and 
67C of the ordinance.) 

Additionally, the new 
commissioner states that “All 
of Sierra Madre should be 
proud of their Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission and allow 
them the reasonable tools to 
meet their goals.” Again,k the 
new proposed ordinance 
must be recognized for what 
it is: an extremely restrictive 
and onerous ordinance that 
will encumber and encroach 
upon the most basic rights 
and privileges of home own¬ 
ership. The new proposed 
ordinance is not, by the wild¬ 
est stretch of the imagination, 
reasonable! 

In closing, I would like to 
remind the new commis¬ 
sioner that if he feels of¬ 
fended by what he perceives 
as attacks against the com¬ 
mission, he needs to remem¬ 
ber that being a commissioner 
is a position each commis¬ 
sioner volunteered for, while 
the removal of homeowner 
rights and privileges that the 
commission is proposing is 
not done with the same inten¬ 
tion of allowing homeowners 
the same voluntary consider¬ 
ations and courtesies, but 
rather by mandates that force 
their compliance even if it is 
against a homeowner’s wishes 
and desires.

Imagine a headline in The 
Inquirer—RELIGIOUS 
ZEALOT ATTACKS BE¬ 
NEFACTOR’S WIFE - not 
inconceivable these decadent 
days, right? Yet this is part of 
the plot of a three hundred 
year old French play by Jean 
Baptiste Poquelin, better 
know n by his theatrical name 
, Moliere. 

Moliere was an actor- 
manager-playwright who 
achieved favor in the court of 
Louis IV and continually 
wrote satires on aspects of 
17th century society. He 
mocked fashionable ladies, 
doctors, misogynists, hypo¬ 
chondriacs, social climbers, 
and people who try to control 
the young. His company 
was one of only three profes¬ 
sional companies in Paris. 
Naturally he was often in 
trouble with self- important 
authorities, but Louis was 
amused.

Some New Books to 
Challenge Your Intellect 


DINOSAUR IN A HAY¬ 
STACK is a collection of es¬ 
says by evolutionary biolo¬ 
gist and paleontologist 
Stephen Jay Gould and exem¬ 
plifies the keen insight with 
which he observes the natural 
world and conveys the infec¬ 
tious enthusiasm for fossils 
and evolutionary theory that 
have made his books award¬ 
winning, national best sellers. 
Some of these elegant essays 
are detective stories, ie: why 
were images of snails printed 
backward in 17th century 
treatises on conchology? 
Why are school children 
falsely taught that in the 
Middle Ages people thought 
the earth was flat? Etc.

“Before I check my car’s automatic 
transmission fluid, should I drive 
my car for a few minutes to circu¬ 
late the fluid? My owner’s manual 
explains that it should be checked 
while the engine is idling and the 
car is in park or neutral gear. I'm 
concerned if this will sufficiently 
circulate the transmission fluid.” 

With most cars, there is no need to 
actually drive the vehicle before 
checking the automatic transmission 
fluid. However, the engine should run 
for at least a few minutes and the 
transmission selector should be moved 
through the range of gears (with your 
foot on the brake) for an accurate 
reading. When checking transmission 
fluid, it is also important to be sure that 
the car is on level ground and the 
parking brake is set. 


HERE I AM - WHERE 
ARE YOU; THE BEHAV¬ 
IOR OF THE GREYLAG 
GOOSE was thought to be 
Konrad Lorenz’s last book. 
However, in 1991 the “Rus¬ 
sian Manuscript” was discov¬ 
ered in an attic and its subse¬ 
quent publication in German 
has become a scientific sen¬ 
sation. Written under the 
most extreme conditions in 
Soviet prison camps, the 
“Russian Manuscript” was 
the first outline of a large- 
scale work on behavioral sci¬ 
ence. This translation - THE 
NATURAL SCIENCE OF 
THE HUMAN SPECIES - 
meticulously edited by his 
daughter, Agnes von 
Cranach, contains a synopsis 
of all the ideas that made 
Lorenz famous as the founder 
of ethology, the study of 
comparative animal behav¬ 
ior. (The Library also has the 


delightful Greylag Goose 
study.) 

Hannah Arendt began her 
scholarly career with an ex¬ 
ploration of St. Augustine’s 
concept of “caritas” or neigh¬ 
borly love. Over the years, 
which included her escape 
from Nazi Germany to New 
York, she worked on this 
manuscript and referred to it 
in other writings. Now 
Joanna Vecchiarelli Scott and 
Judith Chelius Stark in 
LOVE AND SAINT AU¬ 
GUSTINE demonstrate how 
Arendt’s early work on Au¬ 
gustine provides the key to 
her later critique of moder¬ 
nity. Her main works are 
filled with explicit and im¬ 
plicit Augustinian references, 
such as the question about the 
relevance of the neighbor and 
her conclusion that Augustin¬ 
ian philosophy is both out of, 
and engaged in, the world.

Described as “One civic 
building that serves everyone 
in the community, regardless 
of age, background, etc.,” the 
venerable library has been in 
various locations before its 
current home at the comer of 
Duarte and Santa Anita. To¬ 
day, as we all know, it is un¬ 
dergoing major renovation. 

In 1920, the library 
opened its doors for the first 
time in Arcadia as part of City 
Hall. It expanded and soon 
moved into a building that 
was primarily used as a resi¬ 
dence near the old City Hall. 

The Southwest corner of 
Wheeler and First Avenue 
was the next home of the li¬ 
brary in 1930, where it re¬ 
mained until it moved to its 
current location in April, 
1961. 

Since the ‘60’s, the library 
has seen many changes. The 
Children’s Room was rededi¬ 
cated to Fire Captain Jerry 
Broadwell in 1976, after his 
unfortunate death in the line 
of duty. (Upon completion of 
the library’s renovation, the 
Children’s Room will still 
bear his name). 

In recent years, it has be¬ 
come necessary for the li¬ 
brary to update. A tower in 
the original design of the 
building eventually produced 
leaks. (This tower has been 
removed some time ago). 
According to City librarian 
Kent Ross, the flat roof of the 
building “had a very slight 
slope towards drains,” and 
there was further leakage af¬ 
ter rains. Although the build¬ 
ing was basically sound, 
structural engineers located 
cracks in the library walls. 

In addition, earthquake 
and safety standards were not 
being met. The American 
Disabilities Act also deter¬ 
mined that the library did not 
meet their codes. The im¬ 
pending age of computers 
demanded upgrades of com¬ 
puters and related equipment. 

Last year, the Arcadia 
City Council allocated $4.9 
million for the library renova¬ 
tion. After a ground-breaking 
ceremony, the library moved 
quickly to close temporarily 
in June to prepare for the con¬ 
struction to come. They will 
close once again from Feb. 5- 
19. “We’ll be open again on 
Feb. 20,” Ross points out. 

The new, improved

Music of Early 
California' to 
be Presented 
at Historical 

Society 


Arcadia Resident 
Has Eye In The SR 


Track News 


The history of California is often described by names, dates 
and statistics which record the political and physical aspects 
of the state. 

Transfers of land and property, as well as military strate¬ 
gies and governments, are well documented. However, the 
feelings and ambitions of the individuals in early California 
who worked, lived, loved, longed for home and looked for 
spiritual guidance are more difficult to discover. 

The featured speaker, Mary Ixa Schander, at the Arcadia 
Historical Society’s program on Jan. 28, at 2 p.m., at 365 
Campus Drive, became fascinated with a project to develop 
a more comprehensive view of people of early California 
through their music. Music is a vibrant representation of the 
concerns of the people: Traditional music endures because of 
special qualities which transcend the politics of the moment. 
In California, the musical traditions were preserved by being 
passed from person to person, memorized, repeated and per¬ 
sonalized. 

The results of Schander’s research were recently published 
in the book. Songs in the Air—Music of Early California, a 
collection of music and historical vignettes from the native 
Californians, Mission founders, English sailors, Russian colo¬ 
nists, “Californios” and American trappers up to the time of 
the Gold Rush. 

Because there w6re people from all over the world in Cali¬ 
fornia before the Gold Rush, representatives of tens, if not 
hundreds of ethnic backgrounds, the music selected was from 
those whose flags fluttered over California, plus a sample of 
the music of California’s native people.

More Questions Answers: 
'D'2000' Project 


We continue this week with the an¬ 
swers from the City to the most fre¬ 
quently asked questions about the 
“Downtown 2()0()" revitalization 
project: 

Q: Did anyone consider the impact 
the Downtown changes will have on 
residents in the area? 

City: Absolutely! We recognize that 
progress necessitates change, which 
sometimes causes inconvenience, and 
definitely requires getting used to. The 
decision to begin a rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram for downtown was not made 
lightly. As the proponents of the project 
are especially aware, just getting to the 
implementation pha.se tw)k a very long 
lime, not just because of the planning 
and research that was necessary, but 
because we wanted to allow for public 
input at every phase. Therefore, we 
went above and beyond the “norm” 
when it came to seeking the opinions of 
Arcadia residents; not because we had 
to, but because we wanted to. This is 
your town and everything that takes 
place here is done with the intent of ben¬ 
efiting the City as a whole. 

Certainly, residents will have to ad¬ 
just to the changes on First Avenue. It 
is a fact that it will take longer to travel 
between Duarte Road and Huntington 
Drive. However, the stop signs and 
angled parking are an integral part of 
the project with a definite purpose (as 
mentioned previously). In time, hope¬ 
fully residents will get used to the new 
configuration just as they would any 
new situation. 


Q: Why is there a delay completing the 
street improvements and what is the City do¬ 
ing to get things back on track? 

City: The street improvements were origi¬ 
nally scheduled to be completed by the end of 
this year. However, a labor dispute between the 
contractor and certain unions, and perfor¬ 
mance problems involving the contractor de¬ 
layed the project. Unfortunately, there was no 
way the City could have anticipated this situ¬ 
ation; it is the kind of thing that can occur on 
any construction project and is dreaded by all 
Project Managers. 

While we hope to complete the construction 
work as quickly as possible, we also recognized 
the importance of the holiday shopping season 
to downtown merchants. Accoiidingly, we pro¬ 
ceeded in a manner that would minimize dis¬ 
ruption to merchants during this time by allow¬ 
ing night construction, establishing limitations 
on lane closures and preserving parking where 
feasible. The revised schedule calls for comple¬ 
tion of the street improvements by April, 1996. 

Q: When will work begin on the other el¬ 
ements of Downtown 2000? 

City; Work has already begun on the com¬ 
mercial facade rehabilitation design program 
and we hope to have it in place by the time of 
completion of the new streetscape. 

Business attraction and retention activities 
will take place on an ongoing basis. 

Marketing efforts also take place continu¬ 
ally although we intend to be more proactive 
in this regard. Our first major undertaking will 
be the production of a comprehensive market¬ 
ing package designed for business owners and 
developers. This should be completed in the 
first half of 1996.

The Jan. 9 AUSD Gov¬ 
erning Board Meeting 
marked “the first meeting of 
the new year,” as noted by 
President Mike Lamb. The 
meeting began with two pub¬ 
lic hearings on the Action 
agenda. 

The first, fiscal impact 
and approval of the 1995-96 
district agreement with Cali¬ 
fornia School Employees’ 
Association, dealt with in¬ 
forming the public of the 
major provisions of a collec¬ 
tive bargaining agreement 
before becoming binding on 
the district. The second, fis¬ 
cal impact and approval of 
the 1995-96 district agree¬ 
ment with Arcadia Pupil 
Support Services Associa¬ 
tion, also dealt with inform¬ 
ing the public of a collective 
bargaining agreement. Both 
were approved by the Gov¬ 
erning Board. 

In a second reading. 
Board Bylaw 9270; Conflict 
of Interest, was also approved 
on the Action agenda. Many 
changes were made at the 
Dec. 12 meeting, but a ques¬ 
tion was brought up by Board 
Member John McClain: 
“Can a businessman do busi¬ 
ness with the School District 
when on the Board?” 
Though the item was ap¬ 
proved, it was agreed that 
this question represents a 
gray area. 


Additionally, an interim 
agreement (to be replaced 
later with a final agreement) 
was approved regarding the 
use of City and District prop¬ 
erty for recreational shared 
use of facilities. 

On the Information 
agenda, the District’s Phi¬ 
losophy, Goals, Objectives 
and Comprehensive Plans 
was under discussion. These 
goals have been revised to 
reflect the District’s current 
three-year goals. 

Board Policy regarding 
rights of Noncustodial Par¬ 
ents was alst) discussed, espe¬ 
cially in the case of divorced 
parents, which is “the most 
common situation, [of custo¬ 
dial and noncustodial par¬ 
ents,]" according to Diane 
Carlile, director of Student 
Services, who prepared this 
item for the Information 
agenda. 

A Bylaw regarding Board 
Representatives made a state¬ 
ment on the appointment of 
Board members as represen¬ 
tatives on District commit¬ 
tees or other advisory com¬ 
mittees, as well as the ap¬ 
pointment of labor relations 
negotiators for the school dis¬ 
trict. 

The final item on the In¬ 
formation agenda dealt with 
the 1995 report on Gift Of¬ 
fers. Between items donated 
and cash contributions. Su¬ 
perintendent Dr. Terry 
Towner noted that nearly 


$662,000 was given to the 
district last year. “It’s a state¬ 
ment on the generous com¬ 
munity support of the kids,” 
he stated. Board member 
Maryann Gibson felt that 
“volunteer hours” were even 
more valuable. 

Perhaps the most heated 
discussion came about with 
regard to Grades/Evaluation 
of Student Achievement on 
the Consent agenda. Appar¬ 
ently, another area newspa¬ 
per reported that the Arcadia 
School District was consider¬ 
ing dropping the ‘F’ grade 
from their middle schools, a 
notion vehemently denied by 
the ASUD Governing Board 
on Tuesday. 

Two parents with dia¬ 
metrically opposed view¬ 
points spoke up on this issue. 
One mother present at the 
meeting felt that an ‘F’ on a 
paper or report card repre¬ 
sented a “warning signal” 
that she may not be spending 
enough time with her chil¬ 
dren on school work. An¬ 
other said that she felt that 
“An ‘F’ creates too much of 
a sense of failure by the stu¬ 
dent, one that they may never 
get over.” 

Ultimately, all items were 
approved on the Consent 
agenda with the exception of 
a Board By law on Legal Pro¬ 
tection. The next scheduled 
Governing Board meeting is 
Jan. 23.

Dreier Speaks to Arco Retirees

On Tuesday, Jan. 9, Con¬ 
gressman David Dreier joked 
aN)ut leaving behind all the 
snow in Washington D.C. to 
come to sunny California and 
have lunch with the Arco Re¬ 
tirees. 

“We are living in one of 
the most interesting times,” 
began the Congressman of 
the 28th district, as he deliv¬ 
ered his program. Dreier at¬ 
tributed this to the fact that 
the Republican party was 
now the majority party for 
the first time since he was 
bom. “and I’m not a young 


man,” he quipped. 

At the monthly meeting of 
the Arco Corp. Retirees of 
L A. County, Dreier touched 
on many issues, beginrting 
with the Federal budget. He 
quoted J.C. Watts, energy 
commissioner of Oklahoma, 
who was all for changing 
Federal spending. “My kids 
have never worked a day in 
their lives, but are shoulder¬ 
ing $180,000 personally to¬ 
ward the Federal debt.” 

Dreier spoke of some cre¬ 
ative solutions in terms of 
welfare reform. For example, 
in Massachusetts, welfare re¬

This re¬ 
duced welfare in that state by 
50%! ‘These ideas are com¬ 
ing from the states, not the Fed¬ 
eral Government,” stated 
Dreier, who added that he 
would like to see more decisions 
being made at the stale level. 


“I know that some of you 
in this room are a little older 
than me,” he said, addressing 
the retired individuals 
present with regard to Medi¬ 
care cuts. He said that in the 
long run, programs such as 
Medicare and school lunch 
programs should actually 
experience an increase. 

Dreier has recently pro¬ 
posed a “zero capital gains 
tax” to Congress to help 
stimulate the local economy. 
In terms of state tax, he stated, 
“The American Dream 
should include being able to 
pass along the fruits of our 
labor to future generations.” 


He also mentioned the 
passing of Proposition 187. 
‘This should be a Federal is¬ 
sue. and California'should 
not have to shoulder the rd- 
sponsibility of paying taxes.” 
He would like to see in¬ 
creased border patrol (but not 
the National Guard), and re¬ 
imbursement to California 
for illegal immigrant’s medi¬ 
cal care and other expenses. 

In conclusion. Drier sees 
a bright future for the people 
of California. In favor of re¬ 
tirement and tax reform, he 
said, "Those who have saved 
and planned for the future 
should be able to do so.”

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NEW LAWS TO 
AFFECT SEXUAL 
PREDATORS 


by Senator Dick 
Mountjoy 

Christopher Hubbart and 
Carnot Lyles, both convicted 
serial rapists currently serv¬ 
ing time in prison, are among 
California’s most dangerous 
criminals. They are violent 
sexual predators who may 
repeat their horrible crimes if 
they were released into our 
communities. 

It is unconscionable for a 
society to free individuals 
whom doctors believe are 
likely to continue to vi¬ 
ciously attack others. 

After authorities proposed 
releasing serial rapist 
Reginald Muldrew into the 
City of Covina, I introduced 
SB 1143, my sexual predator 
bill. Criminals who will con¬ 
tinue to attack others should 
not be turned loose on our 
streets. 

My SB 1143, which Gov¬ 
ernor Wilson signed into law, 
requires the State to establish 
a civil commitment proce¬ 
dure for violent sexual preda¬ 
tors to a locked mental health 
facility. After January 1, 
1996, sexual predators like 
Lyles and Hubbart can be 
committed to treatment for

their mental illnesses instead 
of being set free. 

Prior to 1996, dangerous 
predators were routinely re¬ 
leased from prison when their 
sentences were complete, 
even if they failed psychiatric 
examinations. Now it is pos¬ 
sible to place such criminals 
in facilities designed to treat 
their illnesses. 

Unfortunately, prison au¬ 
thorities were required to re¬ 
lease Muldrew because his 
prison term ended in 1995. 
From now on, rapists like 
Muldrew can be sent to psy¬ 


chiatric institutions for treat¬ 
ment. 

Another important change 
has occurred to make our 
communities safer. In the 
past, law enforcement offi¬ 
cials were forbidden to tell 
anyone that a violent criminal 
was being released into their 
area! My SB 561, which was 
signed into law, changes that. 

Now, police chiefs and 
sheriffs can notify members 
of a community when a vio¬ 
lent felon moves into the area. 

Other reforms are still 
needed. For example, it is 
wrong to shorten sentences of 
criminals for so-called good 
behavior. Convicted crimi¬ 
nals should not get “good 
time.” They should serve 
their entire sentence. 

Furthermore, the identity 
of jurors should be anony¬ 
mous. Jurors should not be 
afraid that a verdict of guilt or 
innocence would endanger 
themselves or their family. 
My bill to require anonymous 
juries will be considered by 
the Legislature this month. 

Increasing public safety 
must be a high priority. We 
must focus on protecting 
California residents from 
dangerous criminals.
